SO YOU’R E S IT T IN G PR E T TY ! 
Abou t 20 years ago, I moved into a ra the r 
fashionable, 
pleasant, 
well-m anaged 
apartm ent 
hou se and settled down to com fortable living in 
the m ore prosperou s years of m y life. T he rent 
was reasonable becau se there was a depression 
and places lik e this hou se w ere half vacant. 
So we w ere sitting pretty and wc spent some 
money on carpets, drapes and su ch and we invited 
gu ests to dinner and showed off all the bou nties 
with which we w ere blessed. Tru e, the bu ilding 
had been foreclosed for its m ortgage and was be­ 
ing held by a life insu rance com pany which was 
losing money on it. Bu t their losS was my gain. 
The insu rance com pany m aintained the bu ilding 
in tip*top shape and we had excellent services as 
thou gh we w ere really am ong the fancy people. 
Then 
the insu rance com pany fou nd a cu s­ 
tomer. W hether my landlord was Tru jillo himself 
or some m em ber of his family or somebody else 
down in the Dominican Repu blic, we did not qu ite 
k now. 
Bu t 
we 
became 
Dominican-owned 
and 
every tim e a pipe bu rst or the boiler w ent ou t of 
order, we had to wait week s on end before word 
cam e from the Dominican Repu blic au thorizing 
repairs. 
The bu ilding deteriorated. The services de­ 
teriorated. No longer did we have a doorm an to 
get a taxi. In fact, often two elevators w ere ru n 
by one m an which can be dangerou s. Also the 
elevators biok c down oftener and oftencr. I never 
cou ld figu re ou t how the inspectors passed those 
elevators u ntil someone told md tha t which I had 
no way of proving and therefore can say nothing 
abou t it. T here w ere m any obviou s violations and 
hazards, 
and robberies occu rred. We w ere no 
longer swells, bu t the rent cost more. 
Also, 
ou r very delightfu l 
neighborhood 
de­ 
teriorated. It u sed to be tha t one cou ld tak e a 
pleasant w alk of a Su nday m orning and moot 
folk s one k new and have a talk . Bu t not now. The 
side streets have become filthy. Au tomobiles line 
both sides and are most often dou ble-park ed. The 
noise and soot are trying. We are citizens in a 
slu m. 
Once a fellow came to see mo to requ est that 
I w rite som ething favorable abou t Tru jillo and 
the Deminican Repu blic. I showed him how this 
home of ou rs had deteriorated after two or three 
15 per cent rent increases ordered by the Rent 
Control Board which calcu lated landlords’ hard ­ 
ships by a formu la that increases bu ilding de­ 
terioration. So I said: “I don’t k now this Tru jillo 
personally. Maybe he is all you say he is and that 
ho did not have Galindez m u rdered. B u t if he 
ru ns his show in the Caribbean the way he ru ns 
this hou se, m ilk ing.it and pu tting nothing back 
into it, I w ant none of him or his gang.” 
Some of the apartm ents were brok en u p into 
minor cu bby-holes and we got some very pecu liar 
neighbois, who stayed for short periods. 
Anyhow, the Dominicans apparently got tired 
of ou r com plaints and sold the place to one of 
those realty companies which tak e a hou se to 
sell it qu ick ly, which often inflate its valu e by 
some k ind of im provem ent tha t the tenants And 
horrible, which bring down costs by decreasing 
services and show a loss to get a legal increase 
from the Rent Control Board. They leased the 
bu ilding to an agent who im m ediately began te a r­ 
ing it apart to pu t in a garage, to lessen the lobby 
space, to cu t down services and to show great 
activity. 
As things go in this cou ntry, one very bu sy 
tenant organized a T enants’ Association. He tele­ 
phones all and su ndry to join u p with him, to 
hire a lawyer, to get action. He advised tha t w a r­ 
rants be sworn for the arrest of those depriving 
the tenants of normal facilities. He advised that 
affidavits requ ested by the agent not be provided. 
A very bu sy man, indeed, was this neighbor. On 
the other hand, he qu ietly and gently signed u p 
with the agent for another five years all on his 
own 
So I figu re it is b etter to own a little white 
hou se in a little village than to be su bject to the 
law of su pply and dem and in the big city where 
middle-class people do not have enou gh political 
strength to get the protection tha t those on relief 
get. Maybe, we shall all be forced to move ou t of 
the big cities. And who really cares? Down with 
the swells!

The Kremlin apparently is try ing to 
soften up the United Sta tes by the use of 
both direet-mail propaganda and smiling 
diplomacy . The Sov iet embassy has been 
building up a mailing list of Americans, in­ 
cluding prominent ones, and has started a 
flood of propaganda through the mails.

Vitamin D-3 is fou nd in the sk in by the action 
of su nlight. This is the explanation for the gre a t­ 
er im portance of vitam in D, especially to children, 
du ring the w inter m onths when the su n’s action 
on the sk in is less effective in this respect. 
Children need vitam in D (I shall not fu rther 
discu ss the su bdivisions of D) to prevent the de­ 
velopment of rick ets. 
This disease cau ses a soft­ 
ening of the bones w ith su ch signs as bowing of 
the legs and pu lling in of the ribs. 
Vitamin D also is im portant in a disease of 
infants called infantile tetany, in which the m u s­ 
cles go into spasm, and for some k ind of general 
softening of the bones in adu lts. 
Vitamin D in su fficient 
qu antities prevents 
the development of these diseases and can be 
u sed to treat them. ' In w inter vyhen the su n ex­ 
posu re is slight, vitam in D can be su pplied by the 
diet or by tak ing preparations. 
Su pplem ents of 
vitamin D are u su ally needed du ring pregnancy. 
Preparations containing Vitamin D have been 
u sed for m any other conditions besides those 
mentioned, su ch as arthritis, allergy, and a sk in 
disease called psoriasis. 
However, the valu e of 
vitamin D for disorders su ch as these has not 
been generally accepted by au thoritative medical 
bodies. 
Some of the best sou rces of vitamin D are the 
fish liver oils, of which cod livpr oil is the best 
k nown example. 
Children at first may not lik e 
to tak e cod liver oil, bu t if they are given it early 
enou gh they u su ally learn to accept it. 
It may bo 
given w ith other su bstances to help 
conceal the 
taste.

ingness to accept a raise to $16,- 
000 a year sta rting Jan. 1. This 
pension su pplem ents his federal 
pay of $35,500 for his service as 
Chief Ju stice of the Cou rt. An 
aged w ork -w orn 
pau per d raw ­ 
ing an old age pension in the 
Social S ecu rity system forfeits 
his paltry pittance if he earns 
by em ploym ent m ore than $100 
a month, except that afte r his 
72d birthday he has the ironic 
privilege of earning all he can 
by toil w ithou t loss of this dole. 
In California, W arren long ago 
was stripped of any seeming of 
m ajestic honor and consecration 
to the pu blic service. He earned 
the repu tation of acqu isitive, self- 
centered, boss of a m ighty polit­ 
ical machine. It is a legend of 
the tim e which probably will be 
ratified by historians that Eisen­ 
hower 
stu pidly 
and 
probably 
w ithou t fu ll com prehension prom ­ 
ised him the job on the cou rt in 
a trad e for his su pport in the 
dishonest

W a rre n’s repu tation is prac­ 
tically destitu te of tha t fallaciou s 
nobility and dedication which en­

man.

m ost infatu ated devotees have

Thq entire pension system of 
California now mock s the prob­ 
lems and necessities of w’ork ers 
ou tside the so-called pu blic serv­ 
ice. W arren is not the only in­ 
dividu al who m ay receive the 
ou trageou s pension of $16,000 a 
year for all ex-governors, s ta rt­ 
ing Jan. 1. Goodwin Knight, the 
incu m bent mock -Repu blican, will 
qu alify on his 63d birthday. Pat 
Brown, the cu rrent Dem ocratic 
A ttorney-G eneral, 
ru nning 
for 
governor against Repu blican Sen­ 
ator William F. Knowland, will 
be able to retire on $16,000 a year 
at the age of 63 shou ld he win. 
Even if he shou ld lose to Know­ 
land he wou ld qu alify for a lav­ 
ish income for the rest of his 
life, with fu rthe r provision for 
Mrs. Brown if she shou ld ou t­ 
live him. Su ch boodle is provided 
in the fantastic system of legal 
graft which politicians of all m a­ 
chines pu t over on the voters in 
a series of cou ps over a stretch 
of years. Knowland, too, has pen­ 
sion rights and if elected gover­ 


nor also wou ld qu alify for $16,- 
000 a year after 63. He has tip­ 
toed on this issu e becau se, if he 
shou ld attack this graft which 
creates a class of over-privileged 
parasites u pon the body of the 
taxpayers, 
he 
wou ld 
alienate 
practically all of his machine, 
largely composed of job-holders 
and aspirants to jobs in the inter­ 
lock ing systems of governm ent in 
California. 
H arold K. Levering, a m em ber 
of the Lower Hou se of the Legis­ 
latu re, has been waging a cam ­ 
paign against this whole appara-( 
tu s of privilege and graft u nder 
law. He gets $6,000 a year, the 
statu tory pay, and devotes his 
whole time to that job. He is not 
alone In his cru sade bu t he has 
few allies.

served only two years and paid 
in a total of only $8 0 m ay draw 
$600 a year for life.

years starting in 19 50 at $3,600 
a year and paid in only $1,632 
m ay now collect $200 a m onth 
for life. 
A legislator who pu t in 
15 years can get back 75 per 
cent of his annu al pay for life 
or $4,500 a year. And rem em ber 
tha t—althou gh hardly one m em ­ 
ber in ten devotes fu ll-time to 
the job and shu ns private e nter­ 
prise on his own behalf. 
“We have a great m any farm ­ 
ers, real estate brok ers, ijjsu rance 
m en and attorneys in the Legis­ 
latu re. Only 10 per cent are fu ll­ 
tim e 
legislators. 
Yet 
they 
all 
think they are entitled to cha r­ 
ity from the taxpayers for part- 
tim e w ork 
while 
they 
pu rsu e 
their regu lar occu pations. 1 k now 
you 
wou ld 
not 
get 
a 
decent 
qu oru m if you forbade all ou t­ 
side interests bu t those people 
have no right to pensions. 
’T hose dam lawyers are the 
worst of all. They u se the Legis­ 
latu re to prom ote their law bu si­ 
ness, 
they 
practise 
law 
right 
there .on the floor and then vote 
themselves pensions at pu blic ex­ 
pense for service to clients who 
have paid them well.”

C ham ­ 
p lain and his small force, to­ 
g ether with his Indian allies, as­ 
cended the Sorel Riv er in canoes 
to

his 
name. On the night of July 29 
they saw the w ar p arty of Iro­ 
quois on the west side of the 
lake. No fighting was done until 
m orning.” 
She further goes on to say : 
“At day break the Iroquois left 
their rude barricades and

their 
enemy . 
Cham p lain and his soldiers had 
guns, and the Iroquois had only 
their Indian weap ons, so they 
had to flee before Ihe onslaugh- 
ter of the Europ eans and their 
guns.

the land of the Iroquois in July , 
16 09 , found only hatred and op ­

AP Motion Picture Writer 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The men 
who hold the balance of power in 
the mov ie industry are no longer 
the big studio bosses but a dozen 
top stars. 
How did this rev olution happen?

plain. Some modestly deny they 
are the new rulers of Holly wood. 
But all admit the powe» of box 
office fav orites 
has grown 
im­ 
measurably in the past decade. 
Sinatra Saw Trend 
Frank 
Sinatra: 
“ I 
saw 
this 
trend coming fiv e y ears ago. I 
knew the time would come when 
the major studios no longer ex ­ 
isted as such, but would offer their 
facilities in partnership with the 
actors and creators of film prop­ 
erties.” 
Sinatra, dropped from his MGM 
contract as a singer on the skids 
six y ears ago, is now back at the 
studio—as partner in ‘‘Some Came 
Running” and two more films. 
J ames 
Stewart: 
“ After 
the 
glamor 
and 
glitter 
is 
strinped 
away , y ou’v e got to realize that 
mov ies are pretty much like any 
other business. We ex ist on supply 
and demand too. The demand now' 
is for solid, reliable performers 
who can get people out of their 
homes and into the theaters. 
J udge Films by Stars 
“ People don’t hav e the mov ie 
habit any more. They won’t go to 
the theater unless they ’re pretty 
sure 
of 
getting 
their 
money ’s 
worth. When they know that Duke 
Way ne or Gary Cooper is in the 
picture, they can judge from past 
performance that it ought to be 
pretty good.” 
Cary Grant: “ We’v e gotten to be 
like a well-adv ertised brand of tea. 
Housewiv es buy that brand of tea 
rather than take a chance on a 
brand they ’re not familiar with. 
“ The 
mov iegoer 
is 
the same 
way . He’ll see one of our pictures 
because he knows he’s pretty sure 
of getting a certain quality , while 
he might not take a chance on a 
new fellow across the street.” 
Why are there only a dozen 
stars who fit this category ? 
Holden Blames Studios 
William Holden: 
“ The 
studios 
are to blame for that. Right after 
the war, there were 7 50 to 800 
actors under ex clusiv e contract to 
the studios. Today there are 17 5, | 
and v irtually none of them are 
big names. 
“ As soon as the picture business 
started getting tough, the studios 
$ dropped the actors. The produc­ 
ers argued why should they pay 


an actor $2,500 or 15,000 a week 
when they can let him go and hire 
him back at $100.000 per picture.” 
Of the golden dozen stars, all 
but Marlon Brando were under 
studio contracts at one time. But 
now they are free agents and get 
as much as $7 50,000 in salary $nd 
perhaps half the profits. 
What happened to the pioneers 
who built the mov ie industry and 
once held complete power ov er 
it? 
Pioneers Dy ing Off 
Holden: 
“ There is no second 
generation in the picture business. 
The May ers and the Cohns and 
the Wamors and the rest of them 
created the industry and ruled it 
with iron hands. But then they got 
older and lost some of their driv e. 
“ The 
pioneers are dy ing off, 
and they left no one to take their 
places.” 
So the top-drawer names as­ 
cended to power. Telev ision was 
their unwitting aid. The flood of 
free home entertainment ’ nocked 
out the B picture. Unable to sus­ 
tain high ov erheads, 
the major 
studios became hiv es of independ­ 
ent producers. 
The banks insisted that the in- 
dees sign top stars before loans 
would be giv en for pictures. Heme 
the prices for such stars got high­ 
er and higher. 
The deals 
are getting 
richer 
and the stars are getting more 
powerful by the day .

Chen Yi, ap­ 
parently made of sterner stuff, 
has Chou’s former job as foreig n 
minister. And Chou seems to have

Obviously 
Red 
China still wants in, and wants 
the wherewithal from the Soviet 
Union to make the bid. 
But if a hig h-level ag reement 
should be reached on test suspen 
sions,

Other Friction Points 
There are other points of Pei- 
ping -Moscow friction. It has just 
been demonstrated that Moscow 
is worried that the Formosa crisis 
may g et out of hand. Peiping has 
been warned it may have to g o it 
alone if it g ets into serious trou­ 
ble. 
Long before that, however, it 
seemed sig nificant that in all their 
talk of summit meeting s prospects 
this y ear, the Soviets omitted Red 
China, even while including the 
heretic 
Yug oslavs. 
This 
could 
hardly have pleased Peiping . 
Some of the trouble may be 
ideolog ical. 
Red 
China 
has 
be­ 
come entirely 
too orthodox . 
In 
fact, it is well ahead of the Soviets 
in denouncing the 
Y ug os l a v 
variety of heresy and in restoring 
Stalin to Red sainthood. 
One reason: Red China’s sy stem 
needs a form of Stalinism, just 
as the Soviet dietatorship needed 
it in a similar stag e of develop­ 
ment. An ag rarian country is be­ 
ing transformed into an industrial 
power with amazing speed. 
Awed Over Population 
Also, Peiping needed the chronic 
Formosa crisis, the picture of an 
outside enemy armed to the teeth, 
the specters of enemies within, 
just as Stalin needed these thing s. 
The Communists need them to en­ 
force the harsh discipline neces­ 
sary for swift internal transfor­ 
mation. 
Many an observer testifies to 
the Soviet awe of China’s 65 0 mil­ 
lions, a population g rowing at a 
frig htening rate. 
There will be a 
real contest 
someday between the two. China 
as 
a 
nuclear 
power would 
be 
much 
harder 
to 
contain 
than 
China outside the club. That’s one 
reason the Soviet Union may real­ 
ly want a hig h-level decision to 
ban bomb tests. It could provide 
the 
Soviets

“ Because the fire was concen­ 
trated on the floor below the Mon­ 
arch plant,” Harriman said, “ the 
families of the Monarch workers 
who were burned to death had no 
claim on the owners of the plant 
in which they worked.”

York use equipment that produces 
radiation. Harriman credited their 
safety record to the state’s radia­ 
tion code, which he said set a pat­ 
tern for the country , and to the 
radiological unit of the Division 
of Industrial Safety .
